The Alberta Wheat Pool along with | 
the Pools of the two other prairie pro 
vinces, is making an appeal to its 
members to give the organization full 
hearted support during these times 
of stress. The Pools are being put 
through a test which requires all the 
courage loyalty and intelligence of 
Pool farmers to withstand. With the 
co-operation of the members and of 
every legitimate business interest in 
the country, there is every reason to 
believe the darkest hour in the Pools’ 
brief history will be followed by the 
dawn of renewed prosperity and 
greater co-operation stabilization. 

Many rumors have becm circulated 
that members of the Wheat Pool will 
seek to evade their contracts this fall 
but there is no actual evidence that 
the loyaity of the great mass of the 
members to their own organization 
has been impaired to amy great ex- 
tent. Far-thinking people in all walks 
of life realize that strengithening and 
develOping of the Wheat Pool move- 
ment will best serve the industry of 
agriculture in Western Canada.

It is gemcrally realized that the 
price of whcat is now well below the 
cost of production. The initial pay- 
ment is low but the financial stability 
of the Poo} would be imperiled if the 
amount were fixed at any higher fig 
ure.

GOV'T SUGGESTED 


CAMBRIDGE PROFESSOR URGES 
AGREEMENT ON MANUFAC- 
TURE OF NARCOTICS

tive means of combatting their il- 
licit use, in a clinical address ‘to the 
British Medical Association delegates 
by Prof. W. E. Dixon, F.R.S., of Cam 
bridge University. Such a plan 
would mean limit! of the number of 
factories by international agree- 
meant. ; 

“Bach ‘manufacturing nation 
should have one fadtory over which 


‘the govermmerit would exert a di- 


rect and complete control, including 
the price at which the products were 
sold,” suggested Prof. Dixon. “If 
such a system were adopted it would 
represent a real control of the nar- 
cotic tnaffic—for it is not the crude 
products, opium and cocoa leaves, 
which are a menace ‘to civilization 
but the chemical principles derived 
from them. : 
Legitimate Needs 

Ten thousand tons of opium rep- 
resent the opium-equivalent of the 
aggregate of opiates manufactured 
annually in the world—and 77 tons 
represents the estimated legitimate 
medicinal requiremants, of the globe,’ 
he said. 

“IT would say that citizens of the 
United States are more sensitive to 
pain than folks of other lands,” said 
Professor Dixon in an interview foi- 
lowing his. address. He mentioned 
that per capita consumption of all 
drugs annually reduced the terms of 
opium, showing the United States in 
the lead. Comitinental figures as he 
gave them, in milligrams, were: 
United States, 245; Europe, 152, 
Africa, 24; Asia, 8. “There is no 
doubt,” ble said, that an enormous 
amount of heroin is smuggled into 
the United States

Tests of Wainwright and other 
Alberta oils in addition to Fort Mc 
Murray extracted bitumen, will be 
made by the provincial department 
of works in connection with ‘mulch’ 
surfacing of graveled highways.

FEDERAL ASSISTANCE

After the plants are in bloom, if 
they are kept in a cool part of the 
room and-not exposed to bright sun- 
shine the blossoms will usually last 
for twelve to fourteen days. 

If early single tulips are given 
good growing conditions until the 
plants ripen off, the bulbs may be | 
stored in a dry place and bedded out | 
the following October. While these | 
bulbs may not give bloom equal to 
that from imported bulbs the follow 
ing spring, they will continue’ to 
bloom for many seasons under prai- 
rie conditions.

PLANTING FALL FLOWERS 


August amd September are the 
moniths in which to plant and re- 
set Iris, peony and similar bulbous 
flowers advise horticultural experts 
of the Dominion Department of Agri 
culture. : 

Now its the time to plant the 
Bearded Iris or take up and replant 
old crowded specimens. In doing thia 
the young, healthy rhizomes should 
be replanted and the old central por- 
tions discarded. In planting the Iris 
the rhizomes should not be covered 
with earth they should be left at, 
the surface of the s0il with the roots 
firmly embedded in the ground. 

September is the month for divid- 
ing and replanting peonies. The old, 
stools should be dug up, carefully 
washed, divided and replanted. When 
replanted each division should have 
three or four eyes, they should be 
placed about three or four feet apart 
and just deep enough that the 
crowns are covered with two inches 
of earth. The soil in which they are 
planted should be dug decply and 
richness assured by mixing in some 
bone meal and sheep manure. Too 
deep planting is one of the causes of 
the non-bloming peonics. 

Other bulbous plants which may 


: be planted about the end of Septem- 


ber include tulips, narcissus, chino- 
doxa, crocus, leucogium (snowflake), 
and scilla siberia. 


CATTLE SHIPMENT

Hot weather is having its effect on 
egg production at the Canadian gg 
Laying Contest at the Central Expert 
mental Farm, Ottawa. Production is 
falling off appreciably, and there is 
a notable increase in the number of 
light and underweight eggs. A pen 
of Barred Plymouth Rocks from Sas 
katchewan continues to lead the con 
test but its margin reduced to 54.9 
points. The next three places are 
held by White Leghorns, with Httle 
difference between total scores. Out 
of 800 birds in 80 pens entered this 
year only 3 have so far qualified for 
Registration by laying the requisite 
minimum of 200 eggs since the pre- 
sent contest started.
